IR: OFORI ATTA, Paramount 
Chief of the Akim Abuakwa, 
and one of the most prominent 
figures of the Gold Coast, has 
cabled to London stating that 
two “official” Ictters,’ alleged to 
have -been ‘written by him, are 
“flagrant forgeries.” 


In July Mr. Ormsby-Gore, the 
Colonial Scerctary, was handed 
two letters which purported to, 
be written by Sir Ofori.- 


In One. of them, addressed to 
the Secretary for, Native Atfairs 
at Accra, the suggestion was made 
that ‘the headsman of a small 
town and four other natives who 
had taken a Jeud in refusing to 
pay taxes to Sir Ofori should be 
doported after “n faked meeting 
between the Government and 
themselves.” 

The Ictlers were handed 'to Mr, 
Ormaby-Gore on behilf of. 
Aborigines’ Protection Society by Mr, 
Reginald Sorensen, Labour M.P, for 
West Leyton, and a questlon was 


“tasked in the House of Commons about 


them on July 30. 

“Mr. Sorenson stressed the fact that 
‘he had Re proof that they were 
genuine.

KING GEORGE V MEMORIAL. 
FOR HONGKONG: 


OFFICIAL SCHEME. | 


Hig Excellency the Governor has .been informed 
from many quarters of a general desire that Hong Kong 
should possess a worthy Memorial to His late Majesty, 
King George V. . are ; 

tn the United Kingdom the National . Memorial, 
. with royal approval, will take the form of Playing Fields 
throughout the country with suitable commemorative, 
entrance gates. Members df the fighting® Services in 
this Colony are ‘subscribing to this Home memorial, and 
. any civilians, who desire to contribute are reminded that 
romittances should be addressed to “The King George 
National. Memorial Fund, The Mansion House, London, 
E.c.4". . : : : 


. At the present time of economic depression it Is 
unlikely that sufficient money could be raised in this 
Colony for the purchase of large areas toe Plays fields, . ” 
The Executive Council has therefore had under most ° 
careful consideration the preparation of a plan: which, 
while Identical in its main purpose and conception with 
the Home Scheme, will carry with it an assurance of 
immediate practical success and: of popular acceptance. 
The scheme: which has emerged is that Government 
should preserve for public parks with children's play- 
grounds two open spaces, one in Victoria and the other 
in Kowloon. Both the proposed areas adjoin congested 
districts, and any possible doubts as to their potential 
recreative and hygienic value will be speedily dis alled 
by an evening visit to the existing Southorn Playing | 
Ground at Wantsai. ; : 


The area selected for Victoria is the beautiful - 
garden of the present Government Civil Hospital, which 
will no longer be required when the Queen Mar ‘Hospital 
opens next ‘year., The Maternity Block and Medical 
Officer's quarters can be demolished and there will then 
be room for three playgrounds and ‘(if funds permit) 
for a paddling pool, without encroachment on the fine 
lawn that already exists. The many lovely trees, which 
luckily escaped mutilation: by the recent typhoon, would 
of course be’ preserved in any future layout. 


‘In Kowloon there is a sufficiently large unalienated 
space at the Northern. end of Canton Road just before 
it joins Jordan Road. It contains at present some rocky 
hummocks but, given funds, these can be easily levelled. 
off or converted into terrace gardens. More would have 
to be done here than at he Civil Hospital, but there is 
no reason why an.equally useful and pleasant result 
should not emerge. If, however, this area can be 
exchanged for one even more suitable the Government 
will. consider such an exchange. : 


The Government's contribution to the scheme will 
be the preservation of these areas as open spaces, their 
preparation and .equipment depending upon. public 
subscription. The erection of commemorative arches 
or gates, as under the Home Scheme, would doubtless 
meet ‘with general approval but (although tentatiye 
sketch-plans are being got out) the local Scheme is not 
yet tied to any set design, All subscriptions will be 
handed over to. the Urban Council, and with them will 
lie the responsibility of getting the fullest value for 
money in the lay-out, equipment and beautification of 
both areas, It is considered that future maintenance . 
would be a fair charge on urban revenues and voluntary 
subscriptions will therefore be utilised entirely on initial 
development. : 


The Governor earnestly invites subscriptions to this 
---Scheme,-which should -be- paid into- the-Hong- Kong and --- 
Shanghai Bank, the Chinese Chamber of Commerce: or 
the Tung Wah Hospital. His Excellency is most grateful 
to ‘these institutions for this service of collection. 
Cheques should. be made payable to ‘King George V 
Memorial Fund" and crossed. In Jaunching this appeal 
‘the Governor hopes, that the Scheme will commend itself 
as strongly to the general. public as It does to his 
calleagues on the Executive Council and Finance Com- 
mittee and to himself, and that it will meet with a truly 
Renerous response. The receipt of donations will be 
acknowledged in the newspapers, by kind permission of 

the Editors.

Only two other nations In the 
world have infant mortality figures! 
that exceed 200 per mille. There are 
Malta (307 per mille) and Chile 
(235 per mille). In New Zealand: 
und Australia, where Infanta have 
the greatest chance of | living, the 

+ death rate before they. attain twelve 
months of age js only 31 and 41 per 
mille respectively. In England ond 
Wales it ts only 65 per mille. 

Non-Chinese babies born in Hong- 
kong have a better chance of attain- 
ing twelve months of age than babies 
born in the United Kingdom, Eng- 
jand, Wales, the United, States, 
France, Ireland, Austrian, Germany, 
Bulgaria and Hungary.

RABIES 
Hongkong Is 
At Big 
Disadvantage 
. FATAL CASES 


Ten cases of Rabies were ro- 
ported during the year. Three 
enses occured i in humans, the re- 
mainder in dogs. 

The human cases occurred in 
Kowloon, There were no cases 


on the Island of Hongkong. * 

.. Two of the human cases had 
been treated with anti-rabic 
vecelne' before the appearance of 
symptoms. All were fatal. 

Of the 534 cases treated for rabies 
lost year, | 352 yere Chinese, 106 
British, 20 Portuguese, 14 Indinn, six 
Russlon, five each French, American 
and German, four Japanese, three 
Eurasian, two Norwegian and one 
each) Peruvian, Austrian, Spanish, 
Itallan and Dutch, 

A ‘total of 4,020 docs was ad- 
ministered. Only 237 of the 534 
eases completed the. full course of 
injectlons, 

‘The pious hope expressed in the 
previous Annual Report that the 
record of that year would not soon 
again be reached wus doomed to be 
‘}ahattered, and we have again to re= 
port a new high point of activity in 
thts Department, siys the Dircctor of 
“Medien:

Ag in other years, it was found last 
year that the great majority.of in- 
fants taken to the clinics required 
medical treatment on thelr first visits, 
Over a thousand infants were found 
to be suffering from. malnutrition, 
while over 1,400 were suffering from 
digestive disturbances. Even more 
terrible was the fact.that 753 in 
Wanchal and 380 in Kowloon of the 
infants were found . to be. suffering 
from -Respiratory:’ Diseases. Thero 
were seven cas¢s of Rickets, and 169 
eases of Congenital Syphilis.

In two cases of robbery with vio- 
lence Inst year, pepper was used by 
the robbers as a blinding agent. 


In cach case, samples of clothing 
were examined by the Rove nmcnt 
analysts, and were found to ‘be 
sprinkled with pepper. In one of 
these cases, parings from the finger- 
noils of the accused were found to 
contain all the essential microscopic 
structures of pepper amongst the 
other debris. Needless to state, the 
evidence of the Government analyst 
who made the examination was sul- 
ficient to convict the man. 


On several occasions, complete 
coinor’s outfits were submitted for 
examination by the Pollce, and in the 
subsequent legal proceedings, evid- 
ence given by the Government 
Analyst and stat materially assisted 
in’ the conviction of the accused 
persons, 


Two casts of petty laren ure of 
interest. The persons were arrested 
for damaging signboards by rubbing 
of the “gold leat” characters .with 
cotton waste. When charged the de- 
fendants stated that they intended to 
recover the gold from the waste. At 
the subsequent Court procecdings 
minute gold beads obtained from the 
samples -were produced as evidence. 


During the year specimens of urine 
from persons accuted ‘of offences 
whilst under the influence of alcohol 
were examined. -In one casd a speci- 
men of urine, taken after the accused 
had been in custody twenty-four 
hours, was found stilito contain 50 
mgm. of alcohol per 100 ces. urine.

While inviting your Exceliency's 
attention to what strikes me ns 
more or Jess on unsatisfactory posi- 
tlon, } would like to offer au suge 
gestion, The cleven architects are 
technical officers with acquired ex- 
Verience who are nat casily re- 
placenble,. and for that reason full 
advantage should be taken of their 
available professional services at 
the present tlme in making pre- 
parations and plans for the future 
construction of major public works 
when funds . eventually become 
avauilable, such as the Post Office 
and Government oMces in: Kow- 
Joon. Both these are referred to in 
the report of the Director of Public 
Works for 1936. An important ex- 
tension of the Kowloon Hospital, 
viz. the maternity wards for Chin- 
ese patients, should not be further 
delayed.’

ROADS MAINTENANCE 


I still regard the Roads Mainten- 
ance Vote as wholly insufficient. 
To neglect roads so that they fall 
into a state of such serious dis- 
repnir as can be pointed out In 
Kowloon and the New Territories 
during, the current year, is a policy 
that works “Out much more expene 
sively in the Jong run, On this 
subject I would like to state that 
the Kowloon Residents’ Association 
has requested mo publicly to bring 
this question to the notice. of your 
Excellency and this Council, 
-—J-would-like -to-go-even-- further 
and, stale that. Government should 
immediately take in hand what I 
might .describe as essential road 
works, In this connection, I would 
urge the completion of the road 
from Argyle Strect, to Tam’ Kung 
Road. It only requires the widen- 
ing and surfacing. of the path from 
the approach road to‘ the ‘new ‘Cen> 
tral British School to the Riding 
Schoot—a length of about 300 or 
400 yords—to provide the logical 
connection by road between Kow- 
loon Tong, Mongkok,. Kowloon Hos- 
pital, ete, on the one hand, and 
Hunghom_ and Tolewawan = on the 
other, Does it not appear strange 
that the ‘ Kowloon Hospital cannot 
be reached from anywhere at To- 
\wawan by car without having to 
travel the circuitous rond round to 
Kowloon City? 2 

‘Another path which should be 
similarly treated is the one running 
pnrallel with the railway: between 
Waterloo Road and King's Park, 
thereby providing a through motor 
road from Waterloo .Rond, to Gas- 
‘colane = Road, and. considerably 
shortening the distance from Kow- 
loon Tong and Homuntin to King's 
Park and Chatham Road. : 

I submit that the cost of these 
two very necessary improvements 
would be inconsiderable and would 
be fully justiNed. The saving of 
time which, would be effected to 
and from the Star Ferry wharf 
would be of great benefit. 

Government {fs to be commended 
for having widened the ‘junction ‘of 
Waterloo Road and Argyle Strect. 
This used to bea danger spot for 
traMlc, but where. Waterloo. Road 
should be at its widest (viz., ot its 
junction with Nathan Roud) it is 
actually aot its narrowest.’ The dan- 
gerous bend at this point should be 
eliminated and: thus make moro 
room for the daily growing trafile 
flowing. into Nathan Road. - - 

Theso are outstanding rood works 
not involving a great denl of money 
calling for immediate attention in 
Kowloon.

Without, great expense also cer 
tain'parts of the Castle Peak and 
Taipa Roads could bo widened to 
give more room for peiestrians and 
people carrying bulky loads where 
they might be clear of motor traffic.

people, and a specinl point should 
ce made to provide, more public 
bathing benches, especially on the 
Peninsula, with proper facilities for 
dressing, . which should be made 
easily accessible to the residents of 
the Colony next summer.

Agriculture and the farming In- 
terests in the New Territories have 
not ‘merited so much as: passing 
notice from the Government spokes- 
min, I had wished that ‘a ‘small 
ray of hope might have been shed 
as to the possibilities of the co- 
operative scheme on which the 
Government obtained’ the expert 
report from Mr. A. Stricisland. 

As in the past, small'Chinese pri- 
vate enterprise hos been Ieft un- 
nided.. To mention the difcultics 
Chinese of smnll means have to en- 
counter, I wish to relate the experl- 
ences of two Chinese poultry farm- 
ers' {i Kowloon'City, Both started 
thelr businesses in a very humble 
way as permitees of small arens of 
Crown Innd. These men commenc- 
ed business with o few chickens, 
and the Mock of white  leghorns 
Incrensed until one of them could 
bonst of over 800 birds, The ty- 
Phoon of August 17 practically 
wiped out the stock In the case of 
the smaller. of the two farms, and 
did considerable damage to the 
other. These are, I submil, typleat 
instances where the co-operative 
scheme like that © designed by Mr, 
Strickland could be made to bene- 
fit the farmers In Kowloon and the 
New ‘Territories, : 

‘1 take this opportunity of relter- 
ating that, to my mind, the Indus- 
trial and agricultural value of the

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MEDICAL DEPT. UNFAIR 
“TO. DOCTORS 


The Hon. Mr. S. H. Dodwell 
sild: Sir have no hesitation in 
commencing my contribution to this 
annual field dny of the unofficial 
Member with sincere congratulotions 
to the Government.. on a Budget 
which, though it fails lamentobly to 
balance itself, docs undoubtedly show 
n muclY more thorough apprectation 
of the damage done to the Colony by 
the world’s crazy policy of economic 
natlonafism, than any of its predeccs- 
sors, There ore one ‘or two aspects 
nbout it upon which I would Ike to 
comment, but first of all I desire to 
associate myself with the tribute 
which my Honourable friend, the 
Acting Colonial Sceretary, has mod- 


restly paid to himsel£ and his coll- 


engues for the share they ore take 
ing towards the reduction ‘of 
deficit, 

It may or jt muy not be some con- 
solation to honourable official mem- 
bers to know that, aa a merchant 
employer, with a falrly numefous 
stall, I estimate from my experience 
that Government servants, when 
their pensions are taken Into con- 
sideration, are still some 25 per cent. 
to 30 per cent. better off than thelr 
opposite numbers In the commercial 
firms of the Colony, most of. which 
firms, cven on this lower salary 
basis, are still Anding it most diMcult 
7 operate their businesses without 
loss, 

I assure honourable ofMfclal mem- 
bers that I.do not mention this from 
motives of jealousy; indeed I realise 
only -too well that not so Jong ago. 
the boot was on the other leg. I 
mention it because there ore still 
quite a number of people about bury- 
ing thelr heads In the sand and re 
fusing to face up to the realities of 
this depression and its effect on’ the 
Colony. No less on ougust person- 
age than the Seceretary of State 
would appear {o be one of them, and 
ws the, Ottawa Agreements expire 
next year, I feel that it {2 up to the 
commercial community to leave no 
stone unturned In an endeavour to 
see that he is under no Illuston as 
to how ‘far we. can go in this Colony 
in that somewhat diMcult operation

There ore two reasons why I‘sus-

siderable outlay, If, however, tt 
does not, I consider that our tubcr- - 
culosis record, alone makea the in- 
curring ‘of this expense aon. absolute’ 
necessity. ’ :

He add: "These figures were not 
fair since the question was’ one of 
equnt | interest to all, If the 
Dominions claimed complete Hberty 
and freedom and equality of status,

‘ pared to shoulder the responsibilities 
that went with them”,

EXCESS WATER CHARGES 


to make a few 
observations on the question of 
Hongkong property in relation to 
rates and excess water charges. 

In the Report: on the ’ Economic 
Pasition of Hongicong published in 
February 1935, the Commissioner 
pointed out that in 1034 the rateable 
value stood at $98,641,856, and that 
this figure, capitalised on. the basis 
of 7 per cent. per annum represented 
an snvestment in rated te praperty 
of no less than five hundred and fifty 
million dollars. After pointing out 
that the total value of the shares of 
local companies (other than financial 
institutions), lsted by the Stock 
Exchange amounted to approximate. 
Ty one hundred and fifty million 
dollars (which, of course, consisted 
to un appreciable extent of invest- 
ments in property), that the estimat- 
ed total investment in Chinese fac- 
tories or in Chinese industry in the 
Colony amounted to about fifty 
million dollars, ‘and that the total 
note issue .amounted to about one 
hundred and sixty million dollars (of 
which a great part is held outsides 
the Colony), the Commissioners ob- 
rervedt-."These comparative figures 
serve to make {t abundantly clear

amounted to just over $7,000,000, and 
the total: revenue came, to just ov. 
$22,800,000, showing net profit 
obtained by Government from Water 
of about $15,800,000, The excess of 
revenuc over expenditure for the 
period 1920 to 1927, comes to 
$4,351,946.17, and for the period 1928 
to 1945 comes to $11,479,060.24, 

I understand that the total ex- 
penditure for the Water Works of the 


Colony, up to the end of 1935, came 
to npproximately $28,000,000. But I 
submit that as regards expenditure 
incurred prior to 1027, It has been 
more than repaid’ from Water 
Revenue obtained. And, as far as I 
can male out, capital expended since 
1927 Js as follows:—

As any revenue for water exceed- 
ing $1,700,000 constitutes an exces- 
sive charge, I submit that the exces- 
sive charge for water on the Budget 
figures comes to over $700,000 for

AN ALTERNATIVE 


Now that we have on assured 
supply from the’ Jubilee Reservoir 
I suggest that all excess water 
charges be abolished and that, in licu 
thereof, an additional 3 per cent. on 
the Assessments be ralsed os a 
separate “Excess Water Tax", This 
tax will bring in just short. of one 
million dollars this year; and as the 
abolition of excess water’charges will 
have the effect of improving the 
property market the rateable value of 
property in Hongkong will rise, and 
the amount represented by the new 
tox will correspondingly .inerease. 
On the other hand, by the abolition 
of excess water charges, there will bo 
a very heavy saving in personnel and 
administration in the P.W.D,. 

There should be no difficulty In 
checking wastage or excessive con- 
sumption,’ by water’ restriction: If 
necessary, in particultir districts, and 
the supply of water.can be conserved 
sectionally, or by districts, 

The iden. of applying this new 
prinelple of water charges only to 
what may be termed “tenement 
house districts" has ‘many attractions, 
But 1. realise that ‘it would be 
diMcult to work: out the amount 
necessary -to compensate the revenue 
for foregolng the excess water 
charges in these particular districts 
Nilving regard “to the dimiculty: of 
computing the amount collectable as 
excess water charges-from- the rest 
of'the Colony. ‘
